1 For the Words of Expreſſion. 


I, \VAVGioS you have many Debitors and one Creditor, geen in order as they come 

but where you have one Debitor and many Creditors, it is beſt (in my opinion) 
to poſt all the Creditors firſt, and the Debitor laſt , inregard by this means the figures of 
reference are firſt entredin the Journal, | 

2, Immediately after the word To, which is always uſed on the Debitor fide, muſt follow 
the name of that Account that is diſcharged: the word By is always uſed on the Cr, ſide, and 
after it follows the name ofthe Account that is charged, 

3. All Accounts of Wares, Voiages, Commodities, ought to be poſted at large inall the 
particulars, with a column ruled in the middle therein, to expreſs the number, weight, or 
meaſure of the Commodity, by help whereof the number and quality of the goods unſold 
may be known, bo 

4. Upon the account of Wares it is beſt to expreſs the weight and price, and on the 
Buier's or Seller's account the time and manner of paiment, if room permit, And here note, 
that it is unuſual to uſe above oneline in a parcel in the Leager ; and now though Wares or 
Commodities are poſted at large,yet there is no ſuch neceſſity that other Accounts be the like, 


2. For the Manner. 


5. Diſcover by the Alphabet where that Account ſtands in the Leager you are to charge 
or if the account be nor yet entred , frame an account in a ſpare room, entring the Title in a 
fair Italian hand, and in the Calendar, the folio where that account ſtands , then in the out- 
wardmoſt verge enter the year, andin the firſt ruled ſpace the page ofthe Journal where char 
parcel ſtands, in the next the month, afterwards the day, then the words of the parcel, and in 
the nextruled column the page of the Leager where that parcel ſtands Creditor, or if many 
Creditors, before the column figures expreſſing where thoſe Accounts ſtand, and finally 
the ſumme ſo charged, Thus is the Debitor parcel entred : the like in ſeveral accounts for

THE Books neceſſary to this purpoſe are a Note or Pocket-Book, a Book of the Ship's Ex- 
pence Charge or Disburſements, of which I ſhall now ſpeak; a Book of Mariners Wages, 
and a Fraight-Book., \ 


Of the Book: of the Ship's Disburſements. 


This Book I adviſe to be keptih folio with two or ſometimes three Columas for che con- 
verſion and reduction of ſeveral Coins : out of the Note-Book into this Book are to beentred 
( asoften as need requires ) continually page after page all common Disburſements for the Ship's 
uſe, which if you think fir may be born over from leat to leaf; or the ſumms of theſe ſeveral folio's 
may be added together in one page on. Debitor fideat the end of the Book , as likewiſe all that 
the Ship hath made tor Fraight or otherwiſe there brought to account on Creditor fide, and the 
Account balanced up, before the doing whereof the Mariners Wagesis to be entred out of the 
Book of Wages, whereof we come next to ſpeak, But obſerve by the way, that Carpenters and 
Caulkers work, and Bills for Proviſion, and Furniture being nambered or letteted , may be en- 
tred in one line in the Ship's Book with reference thereto, __ 


Of the Book of Mariners Wages. 


This Book may be kept in folio; every man having a particular account of Debitor and Credi- 
tor, with an Alphaber or Calendar at the end of the fame, ſhewing in what folio his account isſo 
placed, ( both Pages being accounted but one folio) wherein he is to be made Debiror for all paid 
or lent him, (or tor dead mens goods, if he buies any) and Creditor by the Ship for as much time 
and Salary as he ſerved for, balancing with him every pay-day, he ſubſcribing his name as a Re- 
ceipt and for the ſatisfation of the Owners, and when any man is diſcharged to enter another in 
his room; and at the end of the Yoiage, or as often as you balance the Ship's Books, (which ſome 
do at every Port, being a prudential courſe in reſpe& of mortality , and to carry the Balance for- 
ward from Port to Port) all the Wages ſo paid them1is to be transferred out of this Book with re- 
lation thereto into the Book of the Ship's disburſements, 


To fell dead mens Clothes. 


The uſual courſe hath been firſt ro take an Inventory, and atterwards to ſell at the Maſt, (by 
three Cries who gives moſt) but the readieſt courſe is to bring them up apon the Deck,ang there 
immediately to ſell them, keeping an account of their appraiſement or value ; which ſaid iccount 
may be ſubſcribed by ſome of the Ship's Company , as alſo with an Atteſtation concerning the 
goods left, ifany : this account is afterwards to be poſted to every man's Debt that buies, and to 
the Partie's Credit deceaſed, in the Book of Mariners Wages above mentioned,

The Book of Mens Wages clears all Disburſements of that nature, for Victuals they make 
anabſtract of the charge of Meat, Bread, Drink, 8c, and according to the quantity of the men 
compare the ſame wich 1 | per man a month, or with the rate of Yictuals in England, with cau- 


tion and due regard of extraordinary Labourers , or extraordinary dear rates paid for the ſame, 
granting a competent allowance to the Cabin and fick men, Other grand Disburſements for 
Ship's neceſſaries may be cleared by receipts for the ſame,
